CANCELLATION OF CLAIMS 
** The cancellations of claim 3 has been made of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

• The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The 
prior art does not show the unique structure of the plate like portions are engaged with locking 
recesses formed in both side walls of the locking lance( independent claims 1 and 4. This 
structure, in combination with all the other elements of the claim is not seen to be anticipated by 
the prior art and the examiner knows of no permissible motivation to combine the prior art such 
that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made.
